Bafil, December 23. 

H E Governour of Baden has written to 
the Magiftrates of Zurich, — 
of the Infolent Behaviour of the Imperial 
Soldiers towards the Inhabitants of the 
Valley of Friken; inftancing, amon 

other things, that the Peafants, to fave their I 
Effects from being Plunder’d, convey'd them into 
the Diftrict of Baden ; upon which the Germans 
commanded them to fend for them back again ; 
and befides threaten’d thofe of Baden that if 
they would not deliver them up, they would fetch 
them away by force. Whereupon the Magiftrates 
of Zurich have written to General Burklin, to ad- 
vife him to keep his Men under better Difcipline, 
and to let him know that if any Diforders are 
committed within the Territories of the united Can- 
tons, they will reprefs Force with Force, 

Bafil, Dec, 27. The Imperial Ambaffador, Count 
Trautmanfdorf, has excus’d the Misbehaviour of 
the Germans (near the Lake of Conftance) to the Se- 
cretary of Zurich, reprefenting that the Commander 
was a young Officer, and is broken for his Fault ; 
and that for the furure due care fhall be taken to 
keep the Soldiers in better Order. 

From the Hague Gazette, dated Jan. 8. 

_ Frankfort, Dec. 31. We have receiv'd from Brifac 
the Particulars of the Enterprize to fet Fire to the 
Magazines of that City. Two Perfons in difguife 
attempted to put this defign in Execution on the 
17th in the Night. They went to both the Maga- 
zines, which are in 2 different Places of the City, 
but could not furprize the Sentinels. One of them 
anfwer'd the Sentinel, who call’d Who goes there ? 
that he was a Co ], and was order’d to go to 
the Magazine for Powder, but the Sentinel laying 
hold of him, and offering to give the Alarum, the 
Frenchman collar’d him, gave him a Wound, and fo 
gain’d time to make off, as did likewife his Com- 
rade before they were difcover’d ; the Count de 
Marfigli caus’d great Search to be made after them, 
but all to no purpofe. Mean time the French were 
onthe Watch, they fir’d 3: Cannon fhot ar New- 
burg, Lights were fet up in the Fort Mortar (which 
ftands on the other fide of the River over againft 
Newburg,)and the Boats were ready to carry feveral 
thoufand Men over the Rhine, to furprize the City, 
inthe Confufion that would have been occafion’d 
by the blowing up of the Magazines, had their Pro- 
taken effec. 

Coblentz, Jan. 6. Two days ago Major-General 
Goor, who went with the Prince of Heffe Caffel 
and the Generals Spiege! and Tettau to take a View 
of Traarbach,return’d hither ; upon which a Coun- 
cil of War was held Yefterday, by the Generals Au- 
verquerque, Zant, Dopf, Hompes, and others ; but 
the unexpected News of 1000 French being got ine 
to that place, will, ’ris fear’d, put back the Enter- 
, = intended againft Traarbach. That Garrifon 

g fo ftrong, the Heffians that lye round them 
muftexpect to be often allarm’d.We are told by fome 
People that are come from Triers, that the French 
Gartifon there are perpetually allarm’d by the Huf 


fars that are in the Neighbourhood of that City, and 
that the French Parties fally out fometimes in the 
Night, and hang up thofe Huffars they catch in the 
Villages. The Peafants in the open Country com- 
plain heavily of the Huffars Plundering. 

Frank fort, Jan. 7. "Tis advis'd that fome Palatine 
and other Troops of the Confederates , have pofted 
themfelves in feveral Placeson the Saar,as Homburg, 
Bitfch, Oftweyler and St. Wendel, the better to keep 
in the Enemie’s Parties ; with which the Duke of 
Lorrain, who has fome Pretentions to Homburg and 
Bitfch, is not well fatisfy’d : The Waters are fo 
much out, and the Ways fo very bad, that ‘tis im- 
poffible to make any attempt of confequence. 

From the Paris Gazette, a la main, dated Jan. 8. 

They write from: Strasburg of the 1ft inftanr, 
that the King’s Troops which are pofted ar Bifch- 
weiler, Saverne, Waffelone, and Molheim, hinder 
the Huffars from making their Excurfions as for- 
merly. The Count de Lanion commands at Sa- 
verne, Monfieur de Rofel at Hunninghen, Monfieur 
de Laubany at New Brifack and Newburg, and the 
Marquefs d’ Uxelles at Strasburg. We have Advice 
that the Troops which were commanded to march 
from Metz towards Triers, have oblig’d the Enemy, 
to abandon fome Pofts of which they had poffefs’d 


themfelves about Traarbach ; and that thofe which 


were order’d towards the upper part of the Saar, 
have forc’'d the Enemy to retire out of feveral Places 
in the German Lorrain, Bifch, and Homburg ; and 
have pofted themfelves in them. ea 
_ From the Paris Gazette,a la main,idated Jan. 5. 
The Gens d’ Arms that are in Italy are to Winter 
in that Country, and the King will gratifie thofe 
Officers who goon inthe Service there this bad 
Weather. On the 31ft Ulr. the Marfhal de Villars 
took the Oath to his Majefty which is ufually ad- 
miniftred to the Marfhals of France ; ‘ris faid he 
will quickly return to his Command in Germany. 
The Eldeft Son of the Marquefs d’Alegre has 
boughr the Commiffion of Collonel of the R 


ment of Dragoons of the Count de Nogent for 


120000 Livres. The King has order’d the Mar- 
quefs de Gefvres Firft Gentleman of his Bed-Cham- 
ber, to reprimand the Comedians for Acting .a Play 
call'd Bal d’ Auteuil, in which there are fome 
immodeft Expreffions.s On New-Year’s Day the 

King held a Chapter of the Order of the Hol 
Ghoft, in which the Count de Marfin was nomi- 
nated: His Majefty has permitted Cardinal Porto- 
carrero to wear the Collar of that Order, till there 
be a Vacancy among the Prelates thar are of the 
fame. Of the 4 Spanifh Noblemen that were no- 
minated fome Months ago, 2 have already fent the 
Proofs of their Nobility, viz. the Duke d’Uzeda 
and the: Duke de Medina Sidonia. The King has 
conferr'd the Order of Knighthood of St. Louis on 
feveral Sea-Officers. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated Jan. 11. 

They write from Ratisbon of the 1ft inftant, That 
the Emperor has fent his Approbation of the Refolus 
tion of the Diet, made on the 13th U/s. importing, 
That without waiting till all the States have fenr in 
their Quotas of the 120000 Men; thofe thar have 
Troops 
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Troops already on foot, fhall order thens to march 
without delay whither they may be moft fervice- 
able for the Defence of the Empire. His Imperial 
Majefty has likewife confented that none of his 
‘Troops thall be garrifon’d in the City of Ratisbon : 
Of which the 3 Colleges have permitted the Magi- 
ftrates to give notice to the Elector of Bavaria ; and 
have order’d the Minifter of the Elector of Mentz 
to fignifie the fame to the Bavarian Envoy at 
Ratisbon. 
From the Hague Gazette , dated Jan. 8. 

Cologne, Dec. 22. General Hockkirken arriv'd here 
from Duffeldorp on Saturday laft, by whom we 

‘learn that the Elector Palatine is raifing feveral Re- 
giments of Foot and Dragoons, which he intends to 
put into the Service of the Srares General: 

They write from Breda of the 5th Inftant, that 
a Party of 39 Men of that Garrifon commanded by a 
Lieutenant of an independant Company, had lately 
forc’d the French Lines, and brought off a Judge and 
a Burgomafter of the Village of Emmelun, fituate 
within 2 Miles of Lier, on their refufal to pay Con- 
tributions ; as he was on his way back with them 
to Breda, he lighted on 5 Waggons drawn by 4 
Horfes each, and loaded with Contraband Goods 
to the Value of 50000 Livres. 

Amfterdam, Jan. 10. According to the Advices 
from Cadiz of the 15th of laft Month, the 3 Spanifh 
Ships from Bucnos Ayres are not yet arriv’d ; ror is 
there any News of them in the Letters of the fame 
Date from Lisbon,nor of the Portuguefe Brafil Fleer. 


London, Jan. 5. An Exprefsis arriv’d from Jamaica, 
which, "tis faid,brings Advice that Monfieur du Caffe 
got clear of Admiral Bembow after a running Fight 
of 3 days; that Admiral Bembow had one of his 
Legs fhatter'd by a Cannon Ball ; that he had 7 
Men of War with him, but that the Fight was main- 
tain’d only by 4 of them; and that the Captains of 
the other 3 on their Arrival at Jamaica,were try’d by 

a Council of War for not doing their Duty, con- 
demn’d, and Shot to Death. But we mutt refer to 
our Next for a more pofitive Account.
